SAN BERNARDINO, Nov. 14.-~ 
An endowed hospital bed that for 
generations to come will minis- 
ter to the sufferings of mankind 
will be the city’s memorial to the 


of the capyon tragedy. The en- 
dowed bed memorial was an- 
nounced today by directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce, who ex- 
plained that they were acceding to 
the last wish of the heroine, who 
slashed her veins in her breasts 
to nurse little Meredith Waterbury, 
& years of age, and saved her 
from death by thirst. 

Because of the wish of the hero- 
ine that a monument to her memo- 
be erected this proposal 
was abandoned. It became Known 
yest for the first time that 
on the y before her death Mra 
Kelty made such a suggestion to 
her sone—T. E. and C. V. Kelty. 
While she lay for days in her 
home suffering from the effecta of 
three days and nights of exposure 
in the mountain canyon, the scene 
of the fatal wreck which caused 
the death of her husband and 
eventually her own, the sons told 
their mother of the plan proposed 
by San Bernardino men to erect 
a monument to her heroism and 
supreme 

“No—no—not that.“ she re- 
plied. “If people feel they want 
to do something let them make 
a gift that will help others.” The 
words, not for herself but for 
éthers, which so typifies the entire 
life of Mr. Kelty, were among 
the last she uttered.

KAN DIEGO, Nov. 14.—A steady 
decrease in the number of airplane 
accidents that have occurred “to 
planes and personnel of the air 
squadrons, battle fleet, based at 
North Island, is noted in 4 report 
made by Lieutenant-Commander 
R. G. Davis, senipr flight surgeon, 
to Capt. Stanford Moses, alr squad- 
ron commander. Commander Da- 
vis’s study covered a period of two 


years. 
“The report shows a steady and 
gratifying decrease in the number 
of accidents during the last two 
years, which is the period covered 
by the investigations of Command- 
er Davis.” said Capt. Moses today. 
“This is a matter of interest 
upon which there is at the present 
time considerable misunderstand- 
ing. There seems to be an opinion 
prevailing that accidents «are on 
the increase, or at least that there 
has been no substantia) reduction 
in their number. This, I am glad 
to announce, the report of Com- 
mander Davis shows to de an 


error. 

The reduction in airplane acci- 
dents which was checked in the 
analysis shows, according to Capt. 
Moses that it has manifested K- 
self in all the various activities of 
the air squadrons, and in all fea- 
tures except one. This is in acei- 
dents over Spenish Bight. Because 
of the fact that this locality is pe- 
cullarly situated with relation to 
the eviation field, accidents con- 
tinue persistently to occur as planes 
are making return fliights to the 
lending field. Severalof the most 
tragic in recent years have oc- 
curred over Spanish Bight, earning 


The human element is responsi- 
ble for the greatest tage of: 
airplane accidents in the organi- 
zation, Capt. Moses said. Disregard 
of flying rules plays a part of 
major importance in many of the 
accidents, in the opinion of the 
captain, and to remedy this sfitua- 
tion ‘new rules are being drawn, 
several of which replace old rules 
which have been in effect for many 
months.
